Don’t clip the garden grass 
short. Many people go to endless 
trouble :n_ the spring fertilizing, 
top-dressing and rolling their lawn, 
only to offset much of the good they 
do at titat time, by mowing it too 
close all through the summer, The 
shorter the leaves the more the grass 
will be exposed to the burning sun; 
the more fertiliger and water will be 
required; and the easier it will be 
for weeds to encroach, The culting 
bar of the lawn mower should never 
be set lowen than 1% or two incnes 
from the ground, except with creep- 
ing bent grasses, which are seldom 
used on garden lawns. Mowing 
should be frequent, so that clippings 
may be left on the lawn where they 
form a good source of rich nutriment, | 
If the grass has grown too long, 
however, the clippings must be raked 
off, as if they lie on the lawn they | 
tend to smother the grass roots and 
cause dead patches to appear. Water- | 
ing is valuable during the hot summer | 
months, A good soaking once a week 
js more use than a light sprinkling | 
every other night, ‘Watering should | 
be continued until the soil is thorough- 
ly moistened to a depth of four inches,

The first members of the cattle fam- 
ily to enjoy the grasses of Western 
Canada were the buffalo, The first 
white man to see them was Henry 
Kellsey, who came west in 1692, In 
the 18th century several other white 
men saw thousands of these shaggy 
animals roaming along the Red 
River, Even after the police came in 
1874 the Indians were living on them 
eating the choice parts and using the 
hides for clothing and for the wig- 
wams, 

The very-first cattle to see West- 
ern Canada were a bull and two cows 
brought in by the North-West Com- 
pany and sold to Red River settlers 
before 1821, Shortly ufter this some 
Amerivans drove 800 head of cattle 
into the Manitoba settlement and sold 
them to the settlers, ‘The cows sold 
for about $150 each and the oxen $90. 
For a time the numbers increased 
but later, due to lack of care and in- 
brecding, they decreased in numbers 
and in size. In the first drove the 
best cattle weighted about 1000 
pounds After fifteen years about 700 
pounds was the best we.ght. 

A second drove of U.S.A, cattle 
came in 1825, and it was thought 
that as buffalo could live without 
stables so could the cattle, The re- 
sult was that most of them perished 
during the winter, 

Previous to the passing of the 
buffalo there was no use of putting 
cattle on the Alberta ranges. Buffalo 


bulls would kill the range bulls and 


the cows woud drift off with the 
herds of buffalo, 
The buffalo disappeared rapildy. 


The I. G, Baker Company alone 
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shipped out 250,000 prime hides in! 
1874, The NWMP came in then and | 
as they gave some assurance that 
law and order would prevail white 
settlers came in bringing a few cat- 
tle with them. Families came from 
Montana like the Olsens, McFarlands 
and Armstrongs, ‘They settled near 
the police forts and supplied dairy 
praducts to the detechments, In 1874 
ti man named Shaw drove 500 beef 
cattle across the mountains into 
Alberta There was plenty -of grass 
and water but no market for the beef, 
There were no towns or railroads and 
over prairie trails it was a thousand 
miles to Winnipeg and 260 miles to 
Fort Benton, the nearest U.S. supply 
point. 

In 1876 Jim Christy and George' 
Emerson brought in separate herds 
of animals from the United States. 
The horses and cattle from these 
‘eids found a ready market among 
the settlers in Southern Alberta, 

In 1877 the Treaty No, 7 was 
signed at Crowfoot Crossing. Vhe 
Dominion government, having taken 
over the whole territory except the! 
reserves, wished to encourage home 
making. They hoped to get the In- 
dians to breed cattle so some fresh 
meat was given to one of the bands 
The Red men took the food to their 
camp but threw it to the dogs  be- 
cause there still were buffalo avail- 
able, 

The next few years were yeurs 
of many disasters, Al prairie fire 
spread over the whole country and 
the buffalo were forced to go south 
to the United States Thus, the In- 
dians lost their usual food supply and 
when starving they slaughtered the 
cattle of the range men.

OR an underground cistern we 
recommend the circular type 
with a domed top such as is shown 
in the accompanying drawing. The 
| cistern will hold about 62 barrels of 
water or about 2,000 gallons. In a 
circular cistern this would require 
one 7 feet in inside diameter and 


‘ 
about 8 feet deep below the level of 
the overflow pipe. 

To make such a cistern the walls 
should be about 6 inches thick, Us- 
ually an outside form is not neces- 
sary, the excavation being made as 
true as possible and inside forms 
only being used. It is usually best 
to hang strips of building paper down 
over the edge of the excavation while 
concrete is placed, to keep soil from 
falling into the concrete. Circular 
forms for the inside, about 2 feet 
high, can be used and these should 
be made in two halves with wedge 


shaped blocks between the two 
halves, so that the forms can readily 
be removed after removing the 


blocks, to permit them to be raised 
to higher positions when the lower 
portion of the wall has hardened suf- 
ficiently. 

The concrete mixture for this cis- 
tern shou'd be 1 part of cement to

;ed stone or screened pebbles. To, 
|make the cistern and the domed top | 
|would take 45 sacks of cement, 315 
cu. yds, of sand and 5 cu. yds. of | 
jcrushed stone or screened pebbles. | 
In making the domed top, a plat- 
form is built inside the cistern, sup- 
porting it on posts and crossbars, | 
Then, moist sand is placed on the 
platform and shaped to resemble one- 
half of .a sphere. The concrete mix- 
ture is then put in place over the 
sand, using a very stiff mixture that} 
will pack readily and stay in place, 
To make the manhole a large dish- 
pan set on the sand over the centre 
of the cistern makes a good outside 
form, The same pan can then be 
used to cast a concrete manhole cov- 
er, 

When the concrete has hardened, 
a good deal of the sand may be re- 
moved through the manhole, after 
which the platform and the supports 
are removed. In building the plat- 
form it is best to use short lumber 
which is more readily removed 
through the manhole than would be 
possible with longer pieces, In sup- 
porting the platform, it is best to} 
place double wedges driven over each 
other between the cross members 
supporting the platform and the ends 
of the posts, so that the wedges can 
readily be removed and the posts 
loosened for easier removal after the 
cistern is completed, 

You should have no trouble with 
freezing of the water in this cistern 
if the overflow pipe is at a level of} 
about 2 feet below ground surface.

WINNIPEG.—A survey now is 
being made of a gas pipeline 
route to bring natural gas from 
oil and gas fields of Alberta to 
Winnipeg and _ St. Boniface, 
Man., L. D. M. Baxter said. 

Mr. Baxter, President of , Osler, 
Hammond and Nanton, Winnipeg fi- 
nancial house backing the project, 
made the announcement of the proj- 
ect.

The company plans to spend at 
least $45,000,000 in bringing gas from 
Alberta to Winnipeg.

Out-Yield Common 
Varieties In Manitoba 


WINNIPEG.—Durum wheats out- 
yield common varieties in southwest- 
ern Manitoba, the results of rod row 
varietal tests have shown over a 
period of years, it was reported in 
experimental farm news, 

One factor in higher durum yields 
under farm conditions is the greater 
resistance of this crop to sawfly in- 
festation, it was reported. 

Tests were conducted at these 
Manitoba sub-stations: Crystal City, 
Goodlands, Lyleton, Boissevain, Pipe- 
stone and Hargrave. 

During the past six years, the dur- 
um varieties Mindum and Carleton 
yielded 38 and 386 bushels per acre 


on the average in tests conducted 
at these six points, For the same 
period, the common wheat variety 


Regent ayeraged only 27 bushels per 
acre, the experimental farm report 
said, 

Yields during the past three years 
were outlined as follows: 

Durum wheat varieties average 
yields per acre; Mindum, 38; Stew-|

Experimental Farm Notes, During 
the recent war and almost up to the 
present time, emphasis has been upon 
quanttity production of poultry to a 
greater extent than efficiency vi, 
production, A guaranteed marke for 
surpluses at a good price permitted 
even relatively inefficient producers 
of poultry products to thrive ‘What 
the future may hold for markets and 
prices is uncertain, Should a bouyant 
one persist almost indefinitelyy, maxi- 
mum production with minimum, out- 
lay will still be good business If the 
market declines, the emphasis must 
undovbtedly swing to more efficient 
production. 

Feed is the biggest outlay in youl- 
try raising, On the average, 50 to 60 
percent of the cost of raising stock 
and 60 to 70 per cent of that for 
laying birds, is for feed The mani- 
mum production of body weight or 
eggs, not the minimum intake otf 
feed, should therefore be the most 
efficient phase of the poultry en- 
terprise , Feed costs can be lowered 
in several ways Well balanced ra- 
tions can be fed so that the bird can 
make maximum growth, or egg pro- 
duction the greatest yield per unit

The fast 
grown birds weighted 6 pounds at 20 
weeks, and the range reared at 26 
weeks, For each pound of weieht 
up to six pounds, te feed required 
was only slightly more, and at some 
weights was actually less, for the 
birds on range, in spite of the ad. 
ditional six weeks requred to 
these birds to a six pound weight 
The only possible exp! nation is 
considerably more feed was required 
with range birds, but it was obtained 
from the pasture, With a good pas- 
ture it was possible to ulmost equal 
at less expense, the gains made with 
more costly rations even allowing for 
the value of pasture consumed. Act-

TRAVEL: RATION 
REGULATIONS? 


It saves time and trouble when 
you familiarize yourself with the 
regulations regarding travel to 
the United States before you 
set out on your trip, Here are 
the facts: 

1. The allowance for pleasuro 
travel during the current 
ration period of November 
16th, 1948, to November 
15th, 1949, is $150 U.S. per 
person ($100 in the case of 
children under 11 years 
old). 

2. A Form H permit, obtain- 
able at any bank, is re- 
quired to take out of Can- 
ada amounts exceeding $10 
U.S. or $25 U.S. and Cana- 
dian funds. 

3. Special allowances are 
granted for strictly busi- 
ness travel where your ap- 
plication is certified by 
your employer. 

4. Applications 5 
amounts of U.S. funds for 
travel for health or educa- 
tional purposes may be 
made on special forms ob- 
tainable at your bank.
